Salinas 
Gains New 
Library 


Behind closed doors at the Sa- 


. linas Junior College Library, the 


O. P. Silliman Memorial Library 
is being carefully catalogued for 
its opening to the public this fall. 

Many rare volumes on ornithol- 
ogy, zoology, and early world ex- 
plorations make up the collection 
of more. than 5,000 books and 
pamphlets presented to the col- 
lege by Mrs. Mathilda N. Silli- 
man, carrying out the wishes of 
her husband who. passed away 
in 1943. 

Valued at nearly $100,000, the 
ornithological library ‘is being 
placed in a special room adjoin- 
ing the main reading room of the 
library, in accordance with an 
agreement between the Silliman 
family and the college. Miss Lu- 
ella Wiens, J.C. librarian, has 
been cataloguing the collection 
since it first entered the junior 
college. She is getting it ready 
for the formal ceremonial open- 
ing for the public. 

At present, four large books of 
original Audubon prints, valued 
at $10,000, are kept in the col- 
lege safe to prevent loss or dam- 
age through any mishap while

85 Added to List 
Of Ex-G.1.’s at S.J.C. 


The Veterans’ Administration 
office at the junior college was 
no exception to the other depart- 
ments on registration day. The 
same chaos, endured by the other 
offices, was endured by ‘this one; 
and it came out with 85 new 
veterans to add to the list of ex- 
G.I.’s attending the Salinas Jun- 
ior College. 

For the sake of the new vets, 
and as a reminder to the old 
ones, Mr. Jerry Girdner, Veter- 
ans’ Administrator at the junior 
college, has requested the attend- 
ing vets to keep a constant check 
with the veterans’ bulletin board 
across from the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration office. Any notices per- 
taining to individual vets or to 
vets as a whole will: be placed 
on this board from time to time. 

By now, all vets should be 
aware of the fact that a “C” av- 
erage must be maintained in or- 
der to remain in junior college 
under the G.I. bill. There is, 
however, a second chance for the 
vet who lets his grades drop be- 
low the “C.” The veteran will 
be placed on “probation” for: a 
period of one semester, and if 
his grades do not come up to 
standard, his educational subsis- 
ence will be discontinued. If a 
person should want to take it 
easy and more or less “get ac- 
quainted” his first semester, that 
is up to the. individual, but it is 
advisable to save the probation- 
ary period for such a time as a 
tough study schedule makes. it 
“impossible” to keep up the 
grades. 

A “C” average explains itself, 
but in terms of grade points, the 
number of units carried and the 
number of grade points obtained 
must coincide. 

Mr. Girdner has stressed the 
point that any changes in the 
number of units carried, drops, 
withdrawals, or changes in ad- 
dress must be known at his of- 
fice immediately. 

Several vets let their units drop 
below 12, last semester, and were 
overpaid in their subsistence al- 
lowance, consequently there will 
be a few months in which they 
will receive no subsistence. The 
vet is paid in accordance with 
the number of units he is car- 
rying. 

Miss Janice Smith, secretary 
to Mr. Girdner, is in the veterans’ 
office daily, and Mr. Girdner’s 
hours are on the door. He re- 
quests that any problem, such as 
misunderstood forms received 
through the mail, be brought to 
him and he will try to relieve 
the “troubled mind.”
